liberation of the Mongol race and the establishment of an autonomous

Co It was decided to send representatives to the KPR, not only because 
Damn jap, the MPH 3 s Vice-Minister of State, had come to the conference 
and bad ssn^uvered to have representatives sent to Ulan .la tor, but 
also because the majority of the delegates present felt it necessary „ 
in some way or another, to have relation© established with the MPR (? 
sine© the people of Outer and Inner Mongolia are of the same race* 

As a result* three mm, Mngi i©nbo P Jirgalang and Uljivachir were elected 
m representatives to b© sent to the MHU later, Bafflirinsereng, Sod- 
aamgrongrong md Bnpinssng were also Included In this group, which left 
for the MFR on 18 September 1945* 


After the arrival of the Mongol representatives in Ulan Jators 

After their arrival In Ulan Stator B the representatives were treated as if 
they were under semi^detention* They remained in Ulan labor for a period 
of three weeks, but they were not able to meet high government officials e 
l&ch day, they were shown MPIt achievements in the cultural, educational, 
sanitation and industrial fields, but they were not able to so© or learn 
anything about the military installations and the political conditions of 
the country* They urged that they be allowed to meet the high government 
official® as soon as possible so that they eould return to Inner Mongolia, 
Imt in reply thejy were told, n There is no need for hurrying* Mot only Is 
the Eighth Route Army' in fey&ngfu at the present tine, but we are holding 
©actings on political problems.* Upon hearing this, the Inner Mongolian 
representatives immediately realized what the real situation wae and were 
very disappointed. 

pi© day before their departure, the Mongol representatives received far- 
lined "ciothea, hats, shoes, sashes and other articles as gifts* and were 
invited to a banquet that evening by Cholb&lsasg, President of the MPH, 

^b.© Soviet Ambassador to the MPR and a Soviet military adviser were also 
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rnmng the (guests e At tli© b&nqu ® % % Cholbalsang made the following state*® 
meat to the Inner Mongolian representatives* w We must aid the Inner Mon- 
golians who are our brothers and. of the same race* but* since China has 
already recognised our Independence f it would "be inappropriate for is at 
this time to give any assistance to Inner Mongolia except to educate Inner 
Mongolian students, although it will he possible for us to ^ aid Inner Mon- 
golia la various o ther ways in the future® Therefore c send students to u® 
in great numbers and we shall educate -all of them for you* When, you return 
to your country ? w© hope you will all cooperate with the Chinese eighth 
Route Amy* They are our friends® 

With this* the Inner Mongolian representatives clearly understood the atti- 
tude of the MPJU Barn! rinser eng and UXjiw&cklr were requested to remain 
because certain military matt ere had to b© settled* and they were left 
behind in Ulan .la tor. All the other representatives were escorted back ‘to 
Simit Eight Banner, 


The dimming of Prince TIM b Mongol Army* 

While the Inner Mongolian representatives were in Ulan. Bator « Soviet troops 
disarmed two divisions of the Mongol Array at Shangtu. Hslen, ( 113-41 « 41-31)® 
south ©f Tew&ngftau The officers and men as well as their families were 
taken to the KER. 

Conditions in Sunit Eight Banner after the return of the representatives? 

When the Inner Mongolian representatives returned to Tewangffet they dis- 
covered that th® Co&Muniste were already there,, just as they had' been 
told in the MP2U Hot only was the Eighth Route Arsy 'there * but also th© 
Coinimmist political workers* led by TOT Tse® IUH had already finished Ms 
work of dissolving the Temporary Government and had returned to Xalgsm 
{ 1X4-55, 40-50)®' A few of Ms staff workers had remained behind in T© 5 ® 
waagfu to take the Inner Mongolian representatives with them t© Kalg&n* 

These representatives were told that **a general Mongol Representatives 
Conference was to be held in Italian * a conference which would include 
'©astern Mongolia, and that th© Inner Mongolian representatives would have 
to go® 11 There was nothing else the representatives could do but go* 

When the representatives came to Kalian* PAG Td-ktun, a Colonel in the 
Halngan Army* secretly delivered a document to Jirgalango which had been 
entrusted to Mm by Hawongga, Asgan and cue or two other Mongol leaders 
la eastern Mongolia® PAG had left tfangyehmlao ( 122-01 9 46-05) during the 
latter part of August* had reached Ch&har league during th® early part of 
November tl and was waiting for the return of th© Inner Mongolian representa- 
tives who had gone to the KFR. The essence ©f the document was as follows: 
**We have established an £&st Mongolian Autonomous Government in Wangyetais© 
and would like your opinion on It® What united action ©hall we take la co ■»« 
nectlon with western Mongolia In the future?** 

Conditions surrounding th© e e tab 11 si® en t of the Inner Mongolian Autonomous 
Movement Alliance (Allied Council): 

It is not known whether It was because of the inadequate travel facilities 
or because they had not been called t© the .meeting® but Steet Mongolian dele- 
gates were not present In lalg&n for th© meeting* Hot only that, th© re-' 
presentatlves of the former Temporary Soverament were also not allowed to 
attend* and an absolutely undemocratic conference was held* with about 80 
of the western M ongoXs in Ealgaa as representatives. The outcome of th® 
conference was the establishment of a dictatorial Inner Mongolian Autonomous 
Movement Alliance® The organisation and its members ar© as follows?

The Inner Mongolian Newspaper Cfenpany was organised in April 1944* 
and used to publish a newspaper one® a week* 

do Inner Mongolian Literary Work Croups 

Most of the leaders of this group were Chinese, and since most of 
the plays and songs published were in Chinese* this group did not 
aiee t with . mach eace ess® 

e* The Alliance established a dispensary which proved to b© compare 
tlvely efficient* 

f» Inner Mongolian Industrial Cosnpanys 

The capital for this company was put up by the Alli&nc© and the 
Border District Bank of the Shaasi^Chahar«»nopei ( Chinch* &«Chl) 
Government* The reputation of the company was bad and not a single 
Mongol invested any money or had any faith in it* The Mongols op-’ 
po®ed it all the more because the head of the company was a Chine s®o 

£<* Military Affaires 

In the faring of 1944, TOJiwaohir f , accompanied by about 300 of his 
former troops, which were armed and equipped by the MER, returned 
m Strnii Right Banner and assembled approximately 1*000 troops* 

With supplies received from the Eighth Bout® Army* he organised 
Shear into the Inner Mongolian Self-Defense Aricy* 

Bato organised the Independent Cavalry brigade (troops of the 
former Mongol Arsgr) made up of approximately 300 mm* 

Chlnjorigto and his more tMn £*000 troops were organised into th® 
Inner Mongolian Self-Defense Army* 


All of .th® expenses for those projects wore met by the Shansl^hahar"* 
Hopei Govenment, which was comparatively generous in Its payments* 
•Shis was especially true as far as school expenses and food and 
clothing fox’ students were concerned*

( 1) The disposal of the munitions stored at f ow&n&fa and th© tr&n®* 
porting of weapon© from Harbins 


Soon after th® Soviet Arsy entered* the asssiualtlon and weapon® 
stored at Tewangfu were burned and exploded* Th© artillery 
shells that remined were loaded onto t'hrm or four true km and. 
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given to tli© Eighth Route Arwflr* 

About August or September 50 to 60 truckloads of 

weapons and munitions were hauled to ICalgan via P&ichengtjju 
(122-52® 45 ~ 3 ?) , Linhsi ( 118 - 20 , 43 - 32 ) , Peitzumiao (llfcLO, 
43-55) and Sunit Sight Banner. She writer actually mm the 
USSH supply lag arm® ami munitions .to the Eighth Route A rm&o 

(Z) Th% establishment of an intelligence net by the MHU 

As soon as the MFR Amy entered Inner Mongolia® it hegm to 
set up an intelligence net® intelligence agents were ap- 
pointed from among all classes of people® such as the nobility* 
lamas, youth® etc,. In December 1945, Bortog® Vice-Head of %h® 
BPIt Internal Affairs Department® and his department 0 3 Soviet 
advisor arrived in Ealgan with a group of intelligence agents* 
Wireless sets were left in Xalgan with two agents who had con- 
tact with YUH fs® and the Eighth Route Army® and® when the 
Eighth Route Army withdrew from Balgan In September If 44* they 
%fm.t with TUH fee to Peitznmi&o* After remaining there for a 
few days® they went with TOT fee to Ulan Bator to ask for 
assistance. 

fhere was also another intelligence group sent out by the MPR* 
It was composed of three men® two Mongols and one Chinese® On 
their way to Do Ion ( 11&*259 42 * 10 ) from Peitrnamiao they were 
arrested by the Eighth Route Army and bonded over to the Al- 
liance. It is not known, whether they succeeded In reaching 
Bo Ion* 

(3) Rroors concerning loyan&alai 9 s deaths 

About the time the Alliance was established® ^oyandalal was 
arrested in Ms home in Chahar by the Eighth Route Army and® 
according to the announcement by TOT fse* was killed by baxs?« 
dits as he was being taken to Shangtu Helen* However® there 
are also rumors to the effect that he was taken to the KFR* 
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
